,?gfter they were found guilty by Judge Charles R Ri- 
j chey of conspiracy to obstruct justice. The government 
^ had contended that the church members Iwd engaged 
■ in a massive criminal conspiracy to plant spies in gov- 
..emment agencies and conduct break-ins. All nine 
; are free on personal bond pending the outcome of ap- 

* peals. Kember and Budlong were charged along with 
-the other nine members. They \rore extradited from 
" England to stand trial 

I.-.. At the outset of this trial, Hubbard and the tluee 
Mother church officials refused to testify as government 
.-witnesses, even though they had been granted im- 
■'mimity fn>m prosecution for any statements they 
-might make. Among other reasons, the four asserted 
that the government’s demand for their testimony yi- 
; Jolated their constitutional protections against self in- 
.crimination. 

•.* . Robinson held all four in contempt and the case 
;went to the U.S. Court of Appeals. 'The appeals 
tcourt, in a 31-page unsigned opinion, upheld Rob- 
-inson’s earlier contempt finding. Robinson issued his 

2 ruling yesterday after all four church members took 
Z the witness stand and again refused his order to tes- 
;tify.
